On winter roads

South Simcoe Police have 
said it, OPP have said it, York 
Regional Police as well: Drive 
according to the weather. 

When winter weather conditions 
hit, slow down, and leave more 
room between your vehicle and the 
vehicle ahead. 

Even with snow tires, it takes longer 
to stop and it's harder to control your 
vehicle when the roads are covered 
with snow, slush or ice. Speed limits 
are set for optimal road and weather 
conditions; in winter, travelling "at 
the limit” can mean sliding through 
intersections into on-coming traffic, 
or ending up in the ditch when the 
car ahead comes to a stop. 

Perhaps we were spoiled by our 
exceptional fall. Winter was so late, 
we expected it would never arrive. 

Well, it’s here. And it’s time to 
stop driving as if it was July, and we 
were heading out on a road trip on 
the open range. 

That said, there is such a thing as 


"too slow.” We recendy observed a 
long line of traffic on Yonge St., held 
up by a vehicle that was travelling 
between 40 and 60 km/h, and 
braking frequently. 

It's not that there were white-out 
conditions or blowing snow at the 
time. The road wasn’t even snow- 
covered, and certainly was less icy 
than it has been in recent days. We 
can only assume that the driver was 
unused to winter driving, and may 
have had bad tires. 

For that driver, we have two 
suggestions: Take a refresher course 
on winter driving from a certified 
instructor; and purchase a set 
of snow tires. You’ll make other 
motorists much happier, and you’ll 
boost your own confidence in 
winter weather. 

Just please don’t start driving like 
a snow cowboy.

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Kilowatt Club a bright idea

The first meeting of the new Kil¬ 
owatt Club at Scanlon Creek Con¬ 
servation Area on Jan. 16 was “illu¬ 
minating.” 

The brainchild of Jim Masin 
and the Friends of Scanlon Creek, 
the new club will draw on Masin’s 
experiences in off-grid living and 
energy conservation to show mem¬ 
bers how to cut their hydro bills, 
conserve, and reduce their carbon 
footprint. 

From solar energy to LED light¬ 
ing, Masin plans to explore and 
share energy-saving options, with 
the club meeting every two months 
to compare challenges and suc¬ 
cesses, because “that’s when our 
hydro bills come out" 

The club will also be a “money¬ 
raising platform'! with the goal of 
raising hinds to pay for solar light¬ 
ing at Scanlon. 

Masin has been fascinated with 
the power of the sun ever since his 
first sunburn, as a boy exploring the 
Holland Marsh. 

“Solar is not something that is 
new,” he told the members. “It’s just 
something people haven’t thought 
that much of. They also think solar 


is so d-—d expensive.” 

He pointed out that even if petro¬ 
leum companies gave away free 
gasoline, "you’d still have to buy the 
car.” Similarly, the sun will provide 
"all the energy you need, if you buy 
the panels.” 

He also urged members to use 
coupons available from Power- 
Stream, Bradford’s energy distribu¬ 
tion company, for savings on eve¬ 
rything from weather-stripping, to 
LED light bulbs - and to reuse and 
recycle at every turn. 

“I used to call myself a cheap¬ 
skate, but I turned it into being fru¬ 
gal,” he said. 

Masin used his own hydro bills 
to illustrate his success. Nearly a 
decade ago, he and his wife con¬ 
sumed an average of 36.56 kW per 
day. Today, thanks to solar power 
and conservation, his average use 
is 9.37 kW per day - and since he’s 
signed up with Bullfrog Power, it’s 
all “green.” 

Masin suggested the Kilowatt 
Club could also be “an awareness 
campaign, whereby we can all learn 
to make a difference... not just for 
ourselves, but for the planet and 
Mother Earth.”

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Bradford warms up to 
Louisiana barbecue

Laurie Stellato, owner and head chef at 
the new Smokin’ Piggy Louisiana Smoke 
House, has that southern hospitality thing 
down pat. 

Not bad for a local girl, who has made 
cooking her passion, and her business. 

Over the years, Stellato has offered 
gourmet cooking classes, donated her 
chef’s talents at church fundraisers, 
and explored cuisines from around the 
world. Approximately three years ago, 
she became enamoured of food truck 
culture, and created The Smokin’ Piggy, 
to bring Louisiana-style barbecue puled 
pork and brisket to the Bradford market. 

Her truck, parked off Yonge St south of 
town, drew a growing clientele of barbe¬ 
cue-lovers for the signature pulled pork 
sandwiches, homemade coleslaw and 
chili; a smaller, more portable truckbegan 
appearing at special events, including the 
Georgian Bay Steam Show. 

But through it all, Stellato was keeping 
her eye on a permanent location in Brad¬ 
ford: the board-and-batten-covered addi¬ 
tion, at the back of 4 Holland St. West 

She secured the location last year, 
and for the past four months has been 
transforming the empty space into The 
Smokin' Piggy Smoke House - with lim¬ 
ited eat-in seating, a cozy fireplace, and 
a huge kitchen equipped with smok¬ 
ers, that has allowed her to expand her 

That menu now includes everything 
from Pulled Pork Mac ri Cheese and New 
Orleans gumbo, to baby back ribs, Mis¬ 
sissippi Jambalaya, and classic southern 
Shrimp & Grits, as well as all her tradi¬ 
tional pulled pork sandwiches and pou- 

“Because we have a bigger kitchen, we

can have (the special dishes) as a con¬ 
stant,” Stellato said. She is assisted in the 
kitchen by chef Larry Guay - and by pas¬ 
try chef Alex Barber. 

“We have our own pastry chef, so we 
make all our desserts,” she said: peach 
cobbler, Louie Armstrong bread pudding 
with bourbon sauce, Chocolate Pecan 
Bourbon pie, even funnel cake with ice 
cream and strawberry sauce. 

Smokin’ Piggy Louisiana Smoke House 
opened its doors on Jan. 15 - a “soft” 
opening, to give the staff time to smooth 
out any kinks in the system.

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First proposal for the Hwy. 400 lands

“Tonight is a special night 
for us, and for Bradford West 
Gw illim hnry as well... Years 
of work have unfolded to get 
us to this point” 

The speaker was Darren 
Steedman, vice president of 
DG Group (formerly Metrus), 
addressing a Public Planning 
Meeting on Jan. 19, regard¬ 
ing a proposed eight-block 
industrial park development 
at Hwy. 400 and Line 5 - the 
first application for devel¬ 
opment received for the 400 
Employment lands. 

The 78.42 hectare (193.78 
acre) property lies in the 
northeast quadrant of the 
intersection of Hwy. 400 and 
Line 5. Most of the property 
is designated Economic Dis¬ 
trict in the Simcoe County 
Official Plan, and BWG Stra¬ 
tegic Employment Settle¬ 
ment Area, subject to Minis¬ 
terial Zoning Order. 

The exception is the south¬ 
eastern corner of the prop¬ 
erty, which is still designated 
and zoned Agricultural. 
The public meeting was 
called to hear an applica¬ 
tion by Bond Head Proper¬ 
ties Inc. (DG Group) for Offi¬ 


cial Plan and Zoning Bylaw 
Amendments to bring all of 
the property into the same 
Employment designation, 
including the southeast cor¬ 
ner, and approve a Draft Plan 
of Subdivision for 8 Employ¬ 
ment blocks, two Future 
Development/Environmen¬ 
tal Protection blocks, one 
EP block, one Future High¬ 
way Interchange block, and 
a block for a sanitary pump¬ 
ing station. 

The town’s manager 
of community planning 
Ryan Windle explained the 
details, and summarized the 
response to date from circu¬ 
lation of the application. 

The County of Simcoe 
was opposed to the removal 
of Prime Agricultural land, 
stating the application “does 
not conform to the Coun¬ 
ty’s Official Plan” - and sev¬ 
eral neighbouring landown¬ 
ers expressed concern over 
potential impact on adjacent 
agricultural lands, drain¬ 
age, and a plan to re-site the 
road entrance into the indus¬ 
trial subdivision near several 

DG Group explained that 
the idea was to allow the 
internal road to be built at 
the eastern edge of the prop¬ 


erty, “to provide as much 
employment land as possi¬ 
ble while... providing square 
or rectangular lots.” 

“The road going down the 
east side is right in the area 
of houses. I don't see how 

intersection there... espe¬ 
cially if you have truck traf¬ 
fic,” Councillor Gary Lamb 
said, suggesting that the road 


The comments were 
referred to staff for review 
and recommendations - 
but first council heard from 
Steedman, who was enthu¬ 
siastic about the proposed 
industrial development. “The 
calls have been plenty,” he 
said, noting that initially que¬ 
ries were about future time¬ 
lines - but now have more to 
do with zoning, orientation, 
and available lots. 

Calls have come from 
local and regional employ¬ 
ers, including companies 
thinking about expan¬ 
sion and wanting to stay 
in Bradford West Gwillim- 
bury. “This is all good news 
for everybody,” Steedman 
said, and for a sustainable 
economy.

Draft police budget presented to council

The Bradford West 
Gwilhmbury-Innisfil Police 
Services Board formally pre¬ 
sented the draft 2016 South 
Simcoe Police Operating 
and Capital Budgets to BWG 
Council, on Jan. 19 - budg¬ 
ets that wift result in a $5.78 
increase in the tax levy for 
the average household. 

The net operating budget 
for the amalgamated Police 
Service comes to $16,467,637 
- a 3.85% increase over 2015’s 
budget of $15,837,579. 

The net Capital Budget is 
up by 27.51% - from $596,200 
to $760,210 - largely due to 
expenditures on communi¬ 
cations, IT, and fleet/marine, 
including $90,000 to keep the 
police boat afloat for another 


the increases as the result of 
introducing the new NICHE 
communications system that 
“brought our officers into the 
21st Century... They got rid of 
the string and tin can,” the 
growing population in both 
municipalities and increase 
in calls for service; and the 
transition from leasing fleet 
vehicles to outright pur-

told councillors, but there 
are pressures that unavoid¬ 
ably drove up costs this year 
- including the need for suc¬ 
cession planning and recruit¬ 
ment, since 45% of front line 
officers and 100% of senior 
officers will be eligible for 
retirement within the next 
decade. 

Under the amalgama¬ 
tion agreement, Bradford 


West Gwillimbury and Inn- 
isfil divide the cost of polic¬ 
ing, based on a formula that 
looks at number of house¬ 
holds, and assessment. BWG 
is currently responsible for 
about 46.41% of the operat¬ 
ing budget, and 50% of the 
Capital budget - a total of 
$8,019,442, according to the 
figures presented to council. 

The draft levy includes 
revenues of $56,909 in 
court security grant fund¬ 
ing, $62,083 from Capital 
Reserves, $275,700 from the 
BWG Tax Rate Stabilization 
Reserve, leaving approxi¬ 
mately $7,625 million to be 
billed through the prop¬ 
erty tax levy. For the average 
home, assessed at $373,520, 
the police levy will be $584.21 
for 2016-up 1%
